COST OF BREAD 


TAKES STAGE 
HELD BY WHEAT 


Price Per Loaf Is to 


Rise Here, Belief. 


While wheat prices held firm at 
slightly more than $2 a bushel yes- 
terday in Chicago and other world 
markets, the public attention turned 
to prospective advances in the cost of 
bread. There has been an advance 
of $3 a barrel in the price of flour. 
That, bakers say, means an added 1 
cent in the cost of a pound loaf of 
bread. 

Krom other cities there is reported a 
similar advancing tendency. Detroit 
bread ewill go up a cent a loaf. San 
Francisco already has raised prices 
that amount; 2 cents a loaf is to be 
added in Portland, Ore. Even from 
London and Paris came reports that 
the cost of bread is rising. 


Outlook Is for a Raise. 

This outlook for bread eaters—who 
in cities are more directly interested 
in this product of wheat or rye than 
in wheat itself—was emphasized yes- 
terday by Dr. H. E. Barnard, director 
of the American Institute of Baking. 
He prophesied that 1 or 2 cents 
would probably be added to the cost of 
a loaf here. Bread now retafis at 7, 8, 
and 10 cents a pound loaf, according 
to quality and the district in which 
the consumer buys. 

“It would seem that bread prices 
would advance soon not only with 
the small baker, whose low priced 
flours are long since exhausted, 
with the larger manufacturer, whose 
cheaper flour purchases are abso gone,” 
Dr. Barnard said.

' Misled at First. 

They had been misled at first in the 
belief that a confederate awaited in 
Evanston for a lone robber then 
thought responsible for the murder. 
This man fled the train at Winnetka 
after killing Dickey, locking Conductor 
| Robert Dilger and Baggageman M. H. 
| Marquardt in a closet, and leaving be 
| hind the $100,000 in currency in the 
safe he was unable to open. 

This bandit, who was Mylin, it now 
becomes known, jumped into a taxicab 
driven by Earl J. Kloepfer and urged 
him at top speed to the Davis street 
station at Evanston where Kloepfer 
said a confederate waited in a Willys- 
Knight automobile. 

He threw away his pistol, Kloepfer 
reported, and this the police found. It 
was the lone clew. 

Of German Make. 

It was a German Mauser .25 caliber 
automatic bearing the number 293,126. 
Cablegrams to the maker revealed the 
name of the importer in New York to 
whom it was consigned, thence to NN. 
Shure & Co.; Chicago dealers. They 
said they shipped it parcel post to F. J. 
Kilmer, hardware dealer, Oconto Falls, 
Wis. With it, in a parcel post pack- 
age, were two silver platters. 

Kilmer said he had never received 
the package. Investigation showed it 
had been shipped on a train on which 
Smith was a brakeman. The detec- 
tives remembered questioning him the 
night of the robbery and that he was 
a passenger on the train. 

Good Detective Work. 

The detectives went to Smith’s resi- 
dence in Milwaukee during his absence 
and interrogated his wife on other mat- 
ters, using their eyes as they talked. 
They saw the two silver platters which 
appeared to them likely to have been 
the ones consigned to Kilmer. 

They tommented on them and 
Mrs. Smith said her husband §re- 
ceived them from a friend, just before 
Christmas. The time corresponded 
with their loss from the parcel post. 

Smith had been working as brake- 
man without interruption since the 
murder. He came to Chicago Wednes- 
day night and was taken into custody. 
Yesterday morning he confessed, nam- 
ing Mylin as his accomplice.

CONVICTED OF

One isolated clew—the number on 4 Jury Takes Twelve 


Votes to Decide.

found guilty by a jury in Judge George 
A. Carpenter’s court last evening of 
having conspired to defraud the gov- 
ernment in contracts for soldiers’ hos- 
pitals. 

This dramatic and unexpected end to 
one of the longest and most bitterly 
fought cases in recent history came at 
the end of nearly five hours’ delibera- 
tion by the jury, Twelve ballots were 
taken. On the first. ballot the vote 
was 9 to 3 for conviction. Then it was 
cut to 10 to 2 and finally an agreement 
was reached. 


Verdict Stuns Defense. 
Defendants and their attorneys who 
had waited through the weary day for 
a far different verdict were fairly 
stunned as “ guilty” came from. the 
lips of the foreman, Frank W. Had- 
lock of Elgin. 

The rotund Thompson slumped in 
his chair. The ruddy complexion of 
Forbes, paled to a sickly tinge. Both, 
however, were comforted by their law- 
yers who talked at once of taking the 
case to the. higher courts.

MEANS AND FELDER GUILTY

The sealed ver- 
dict declared the defendants guilty on 
all counts. Mercy was recommerdéc 
for Felder, but no recommendation was 
made in the case of Means. 
Jarnecke’s Sentence Delayed. 


Judge Lindley later put over to June 
80 the date for imposition of sentence 
on Elmer W. Jarnecke, known as sec- 
retary to Means. Jarnecke, indicted 
with Felder and Means, pleaded guilty 
at the start of the trial ~» gage the 
government’s chief witness.

HOUSE OBJECTS 


AS SENATE AGTS 
ON POSTAL BILL 


Claims Right to Initiate 
Revenue Legislation. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30—[Spe- 
cial.]—Postal pay legislation may be- 
come a cat chasing its tail in a circle. 
Although the much amended Sterling 
bill easily passed the senate today by 
a vote of 70 to 8, it now looks as if the 
postal employés may not get their in- 
creases this session after all. 

Just before the vote was taken, a 
subcommittee of the ways and means 


committee of the house adopted a res- 
olution holding the measure unconsti- 
tutional and recommending that the 
prerogatives of that body regarding 


ithe organization of revenue bills be 


upheld by sending the bill right back 
to the senate. The resolution Was 
adopted by ‘Representatives Green 
[Rep., Ia.], Tilson [Rep., Conn.], Gar- 
ner [Dem., Tex.], and Collier [Dem., 
Miss.]. It was stated the full commit- 
tee will so report to the house tomor- 
row. 


No Plans for Bill in House. 


As there are no known plans in the 
house at present for passing a postal 
bill, such action would leave the bill 
back on the senate doorstep with that 
body powerless to do anything save 
to strike out the entire revenue sec- 
tion covering rate inereases. 

This would leave the bill in exactly 
the same form as it was when vetoed 
last spring by President Coolidge. 

The large vote cast in favor of the 
bill was in contradiction to the great 
opposition voiced against it during the 
last few days of debate. The Demo- 
cratic senators, although opposed to 
the entire revenue section of the bill, 
found themselves in the anomalous po- 
sition of having to vote for it or being 
placed in the light of violating their 
campaign pledges to give the postal 
enrployés more money. 

Senator Borah [Rep., Ida.], one of 
the eight who Woted against it, char- 
acterized it as “a case of legislating 
on a difficult matter under a political 
lash.” | 

The other Republicans who voted 
against the measure were Brookhart 
[la.], Norbeck [S. D.], and Norris 
[Neb]. The Democrats were Glass 
[Va.], Harrison [Miss.], Swanson 
[Va.], and Underwood [Ala.]. 

The bill in its amended form car- 
ries provisions for salary increases 
aggregating $68,000,000 and for 
changes in rates and fees which, it has 
been estimated, wiil add $40,000,000 
to postoffice revenues. 


Pay Increases Retroactive. 


The pay increases are retroactive to 
July 1, 1924, the same date on which 
they would have gone into effect under 
the terms of the bill v@toed at last ses- 
sion. The bill also provides for the 
appointment of a joint committee of 
both houses of congress to conduct 
hearings this summer and report a 
bill containing a permanent schedule 
of gostal rates to the next congress. 

he bill, as passed by the senate, 
provides for the following changes in 
rates: 

First class—Rates for private mail- 
ing cards and souvenir post cards in- 
creased from 1 to 2 cents. 

Second class—Rates for reading mat- 
ter of publications reduced from 1% 
cents to 1% cents per pound. 

Third class—Weight of packages cut 
from eight to four ounces, except for 
books, catalogues and seeds. 

Fourth class—Service charge of one 
cent for all packages except those 
originating on rural routes. A special 
delivery service charge of 25 cents 
[optional] on each package.

Letter Gives Light. 


This letter laid the O’Banion kill- 
ing and other slayings and shootings 
to “double crossing” in connection 
with the plant of the Cragin Products 
company, a concern which denatures 
alcohol and of which O’Banion was 
supposed to be part owner. Her» 
is what it says: 

“The Cragin Products company, run

Charges Police Graft.

To satisfy yourself, 
have one of your personal investigators 
gain the friendship of Warren Lavin 
or Little Hymie, and he will be able to 
buy alcohol by the carload which comes 
from the Cragin plant. 

“ Lavin has a furnished office above 
the restaurant, where he does all his 
business.

New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]—In- 
tercollegiate athletics in American col- 
leges and the lowering of the moral 
standards of student bodies through 
the example of alumni were bitterly 
assailed by Dr. C. R. Richards, presi- 
dent of Lehigh university, at a dinner 
of the New York Association of West- 
ern Conference Universities, tonight. 

“ Because of its great emotional ap- 
peal, we have overemphasized inter- 
collegiate athletics, which afford phy- 
sical training only to a limited num- 
ber of students,” Dr. Richards said. 
“Largely through alumni influence, 
intercollegiate athletics have been so 
prostituted as to render them posi- 
tively undesirable in their effect upon 
the general character and the code of 
ethics of college students.

Chicago, has discovered in a survey of 
domestic affairs in Chicago. He tells

Divorces are increasing, statistics 
since 1887 show, he has found. “ Dur- 
ing that year,’ he says,'“ there were 
17.3 marriages to one divorce. In 1922 
there was one divorce in every 7.6 
marriage.”

Desertion causes half,the divorces, 
he says. About a fourth of the di- 
vorces are caused by cruelty, while 
drunkenness causes 6.1 per cent. 
_ 


Half the divorces granted in Cook 
county in a single year, the investi- 
gator found, were to couples married 
less than five years. It is the wives 
who give up the experiment in the 
first years, Mr. Mowrer says, and 
blames much of this restlessness to 
the growing desire of women to live 
their own lives, continue their busi- 
ness careers and their desire to “ ex- 
press their own individualities.”’

Bobbed Hair in U. S. 
Deprives Thousands 
of Jobs in China 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[{Spe-. 
cial.]—The bobbed hair of American 
women and its effect on unemploy- 
ment of women in China was used as 
one of the illustrations of the depend- 
ence of the orient on the occident, in 
an address here today at the foreign 
missions convention at the .Washing- 
ton auditorium. 

“The great center of the hair net 
industry is in Chefoo, China,” said 
Miss Margaret E. Burton of New York. 
“A recent letter from Chefoo says, ‘I 
don’t know what will happen’ to us 
women in China if you women in 
America all wear bobbed hair. We are 
losing our jobs. Two years ago there 
were 18,000 women employed in the 
hair net factories of Chefoo and now 
there are only a few over 2,000.’”

“Western civilization is beginning 
to reduce the size of families in China,”’ 
said Dean J. McRae of Shantung uni- 
versity. ‘‘ Early marriages are becom- 
ing less common and the family life is 
becoming more flexible. 

“At the same time western indus- 
trialism is breaking down to an extent 
the old ideals of honesty and loyalty, 
which have stood the test of centuries 
in China. This comes from an imita- 
tion of some of the least worthy of our 
modern business practices. 

“Christian business men are needed 
in China to lead to better conditions. 
The few Christian leaders who are

Prices of crude oil and gasoline con- 
tinued their upward climb yesterday. 
All the big refining companies made 
advances ranging from 15 cents to 30 
eents a barre] in mid-continent crude 
ofl prices. This is the second increase 
this month, a general advance of 25 
cents to 35 cents a barrel occurring on 
Jan. 22. The new schedule of prices 

‘Yanges from $1.15 to $2 a barrel, ac 
cording to gravity. 

At the same time the refiners made a 
general advance of a cent a gallon in 
gasoline prices. The price in Chicago 
ané the middle west today will be 19 
cents at service stationa making the 
third increase in the last few days. In 
the New York and New Engiand terri- 
tory, the tank wagon price will be 19% 
cents, an increase of 4% cents since 
Jan. 1.
